From Baby’s Stomach 


Roger Naples, six month old son 
of Mr. and Idrs. William Naples, 10 
South Liberty street, is improving 
nicely in the New Castle hospital 
after undergoing an operation for 
the removal of a safety pin which 
he swallowed Saturday afternoon. 
After being rushed to the hospital 
Saturday, an X-ray was taken. It 
showed a rather large open pin ly­ 
ing in the baby's stomach. Because 
of the pin's size, its position in the 
stomach and the fact that it was 
open, the attending physician deem­ 
ed it advisable to operate immed­ 
iately. 
The abdomen was opened and the 
pin was located. By manipulation, 


the pin was closed without opening 
the stomach. A tube was then in­ 
serted into the stomach by way of 
the mouth. The safety pin fed into 
the tube and was removed by with­ 
drawing the tube. 
This marked the first time in the 
history of the south side institution 
that a foreign body was removed 
from the stomach without perfor­ 
ating the stomach wall This pro­ 
cedure, it was explained today, les­ 
sens the possibility of peritonitis. 
The pin, which held a few medals 
was attached to the infant’s shirt. 
The child succeeded in removing the 
pin. in some unknown manner, then 
dropped the medals and proceeded 
to swallow the pin.

The mines were laid at dawn, 
bringing an immediate protest from 
the Norwegian government, and the 
demand that both mines and Allied 
warships should be removed at once. 
German warships, at the same 
time, were sighted in the Kattegat— 
between 
Denmark and Sweden— 
moving northward toward the North 
Sea and the Norwegian coast. 
Estimates of the size of the Ger­ 
man armada varied from fifty to 
one hundred ship», including armed 
trawlers and other small craft in 
addition to warships. 
The possibility was immediately 
seen of a major naval action between 
Anglo-French and German forces 
off the coast of Norway. 
The British and French are un­ 
derstood to have a number of big 
ships in the mine-laying area. 
This morning four foreign war­ 
ships approached 
the Norwegian 
coast near Hustad and were re­ 
ported to be stopping all vessel*. 
The warships withdrew when a Nor­ 
wegian destroyer arrived on the 
scene 
By laying mines in Norwegian wa­ 
ters to halt German ore shipments, 
the British and French not only vio­ 
lated Norwegian neutrality, but the 
nation s sovereignty as well, accord­ 
ing to a government declaration. 


Four Ships Sank 
Copenhagen. April 8 —Three Ger­ 
man ships and a fourth vessel whose 
nationality was unknown were at­ 
tacked and sunk by allied naval ac­ 
tion today in the narrow waters be­ 
tween Denmark and Norway.

SIGNS OF A BLITZKRIEG 


lEVELOPMENTS abroad, regardless of what they may mean 
in their final form, are of a character to increase ten­ 
sion. 
They are indicative of an early change in the form of the 
war from the static military policy of the last seven months to 
one of aggression, with all of the misery, ruin and death that the 


term implies. 


Goering sounded an ominous keynote in his speech to the 
youth of Germany. 
He declared that Chancellor Hitler has 
prepared the Reich’s forces for a decisive blow in the west. 
It is there, he said, that the war will be fought and won. 
“ To­ 
morrow’, ” he told his audience, “you may have to take the places 


of your fathers and brothers who have fallen.” 


This may be merely one of the flamboyant utterances char­ 
acteristic of Nazi officialdom or it may be the prelude to anoth­ 
er “ blitzkrieg,” so appealing to the imagination of German 
strategists, particularly the fuehrer. 
There are many circum­ 
stances that tend to support the latter conclusion, not the least 
significant of which is the swift and dramatic preparation of 


Britain to meet the storm. 


Winston Churchill emerges from the drastic cabinet shake- 


up as the man of the hour in England. 
He, more than any in­ 
dividual in the British government, will be responsible for war 


decisions. 
His position is comparable to that of Lloyd George 
in the final phases of the World War. 
An ambitious man, with 
faith in his star, Churchill now’ has the power, if not the title, 


he has always coveted. 
* 


Fundamentally, he is a man of imagination, of daring and 
action. 
The Dardanelles campaign, one of the most memor­ 
able human endeavors in history and one which came surpris­ 
ingly close to success was the creation of his brain. 
In his ad­ 
ministration of the navy a quarter of a century ago he was both 
judicious and audacious. 


It is logical to expect, under these circumstances, a change 
in policy, one that will operate to produce a swifter decision. 
Observers in Germany say that Europe has been witnessing the 
calm before a storm whose full fury is soon to be unleashed. 


BULLITT GOES BACK 
Ambassador Bullitt has gjne back to France where, whatever his 
qualifications as an envoy, he belongs. To the average American citi­ 
zen who does not know enough diplomacy to wad a shotgun, it seems that 
the place for a minister plenipotentiary and such is at his post of duty, 
particularly in parlous times like the present. 
Too often of late these 
representatives the Republic maintains abroad at fat salaries have been 
loafing around overmuch in Washington. 
However, young Bullitt is glad to get back on the job, not because 
he was afraid of the questions Congress might ask him about what he 
allegedly said to the Polish minister, as reported by Germany—and which 
Bullitt and the Pole both deny he ever said—but because these scions 
of the American rich who patriotically specialize in diplomacy, love to 
breathe the electric atmosphere of a foreign capital like Paris when the 
red-glaring rockets and bombs bursting in air are doing business. 
It makes them feel important and, if they are wise enough to keep 
their mouths shut, does their country no harm. 


BELATED MOVE ON MEXICO’S OIL GRAB 
Secretary of State Hull’s announcement that the United States has 
proposed arbitration to Mexico to settle the dispute over the Cardenas 
Government’s expropriation of American oil properties is belated as­ 
surance that Washington isn’t letting this important issue slide.. 
Two years ago last month Mexico, intent on social reforms, seized 
millions of dollars’ worth of foreign-owned oil properties in a grab which 
Secretary Hull denounced as confiscation rather than expropriation. Ef 
forts of the American oil companies concerned to get satisfaction from 
Mexico have not been eminently successful. The Cardenas régime has 
been notably reluctant to make adjustment or reparation. 
Mexico recently added fuel to the expropriation fires by seizing 
1,500,000 acres of Umber land owned by American companies for more 
than thirty years and used for the production of chicle, base of chewing 
gum. This seizure was on the pretext that the original title to the land 
wasn’t clear. 
It is heartening to note that the State Department now has moved 
for arbitration in the oil cases 
The impression remains, however, that 
a stiffer attitude toward Mexico on the part of the United States might 
have ended the dispute before this, and prevented further land seizures. 


SPANKING SHOULD BE 
PLANNf5’F' 


YOU WHO have been reading 
this colmn have observed that I 
advocate spanking the child under 
four or five years of age—not the 
older child—as a means of teach­ 
ing inhibitions in respect to safe­ 
ty, even in respect to care of prop­ 
erty and others’ rights. 
But those who spank—and prac­ 
tically all parents do. whether they 
believe in it or not—do so, as a rule, 
without any definitely thought-out 
plan. 
Provided you do not believe in 
spanking, be ashamed of yourself 
to be so weak in character as not 
to be able to stand by your convic­ 
tions. If you do believe in spank­ 
ing, you should avoid such things. 
Don’t spank just to make your 
self feel better for the moment. 
Perhaps 90 per cent of spanking is 
for no other reason. You will not 
so punish a child unless you have, 
preferably with both parents, agree­ 
ing, planned long beforehand the 
type of instances for which you 
would spank. 
Make It Immediate 
Don’t spenk unless it can be im­ 
mediate. 
If the child of two has 
run out into the street, it is too late 
to spank him after you have car­ 
ried him into the house. 
It may 
even be too late when you have cap­ 
tured him. 
It is of no use to punish a run­ 
away child after he has been found. 
Merely bring him back. Show him 
exactly where the deadline is—the 
gate, stone, tree, pole or ipark on 
the sidewalk. 
Then be right on 
hand every time he has the oppor­ 
tunity to cross that line, in order to 
give him immediate pain if and 
when he does. Don’t punish him for 
being caught; connect the pain with 
crossing the line. 
And how absurd it is to punish a 
little child, after arriving home, 
for bad conduct at the grocer’s! 
How stupid the tattling mother and 
brutal father of the young child 
who is punished in the evening for 
an offense 
committed at 
noon! 
Many an innocent infant never 
knows what the spanking is for. It 
must be immediate to be effective. 
To get best results from bodilv 
pain with the tot of two, the spank­ 
ing should immediately follow the 
first act 4o be prevented, and every 
one thereafter. 
In most instances, however, the 
child over three or four should not 
get pain on the first offense. The 
offense should be defined and pain 
for the second offense announced 
then and certainly applied there­ 
after. After the child has obtained 
pleasure from doing something sev­ 
eral times, think of the degree and 
frequency of pain it will take to 
keep him from repeating the act 
again. 
Anything 
which 
promises 
him more pleasure than pain he 
will do. He Is unlikely to avoid the 
act if he is spanked only occasion­ 
ally for it, getting satisfaction for 
the deed at numerous other times. 
There must be no exceptions. 
To repeat, effective spanking must 
be immediate, upon the first of­ 
fense—certainly upon the second— 
and without exception. 
Therefore, 
you would not use spanking or any 
other kind of bodily pain to pre­ 
vent such habits as thumb-suck­ 
ing, nail-biting, bed-wetting, mas­ 
turbation.

INTO THE RAT HOLE 


The $25.000,000 cost of the Queen 
Elizabeth, the largest and possibly 
the fastest liner afloat, which re­ 
cently docked at New York, after 
avoiding German mines and sub­ 
marines, is only a drop in tile bucx- 
et with the cost of taxes paid by 
the users of another form of trans­ 
portation—motor vehicles. 
The $1.023,593,000 of gasoline tax­ 
es paid in 1939 to the Federal and 
State governments, plus the $613,- 
662,000 paid in special motor vehi­ 
cle taxes, would be sufficient to fi­ 
nance the building of a supership 
like the Queen Elizabeth every week 
with money left over to purchase 
thirteen similar vessels. Since the 
keel of the Queen Elizabeth was laid 
three years ago, American motorists 
have paid enough in gasoline taxes 
alone to finance construction of one 
hundred eighteen ships like the 
Elizabeth. 
Although official figures for 1939 
are not yet available, reliable esti­ 
mates place Federal and State gas­ 
oline tax collections for that year 
at $1,023.593,000. Registration fees 
amounted to $399,097,000. accord­ 
ing to the best vailable estimates, 
with 
Federal excise taxes/ 
state 
motor carrier taxes, and county ana 
city automotive levies making up 
the remaining $214,565,000 of the to­ 
tal motor vehicle tax bill. 
It would take four vessels the 
size of the Queen Elizabeth, plus 
one of Unde Sam’s largest battle­ 
ships, to keep afloat ail the pen­ 
nies collected from taxes paid on 
gasoline during a year’s time, but 
these vessels would then lie so low 
in the water they couldn’t move. 
Some tax authorities have predict­ 
ed that if motor vehicle taxes get 
any heavier, a substantial number 
of motor vehicles would likewise 
be immobilized. 
It is interesting to note that some 
of the richest steamship lines in 
the world would have been financ­ 
ing giant liners every two or three 
years, yet the motorists of America, 
who.«e average incomes lie between 
$20 and $30 a week, are asked fo 
pay out the equivalent of five ocean 
liners every month. 
And in 1900 there were no motoi 
vehicle taxes. Yet we go on joyous­ 
ly ¿pending any money that can 
possibly be collected.

We usually associate the word 
pioneer with the early settler in a 
frontier country; one who prepares 
the way. However in this case we 
must consider a city which is es­ 
tablished and was founded as far 
back as the year 1798—New Castle. 
Pennsylvania. 
A rude awakening 
is always hard to take but taken in 
the right spirit can become most 
beneficial if we are not too small 
or too egotistical to recognize our 
weaknesses. I have reference to the 
article on New Castle in the Janu­ 
ary issue of Harper’s. 
Present-day 
pioneering 
repre­ 
sents the bringing to life valuable 
thoughts and practical ideas which 
when assembled and carried out will 
help lift New Castle out of its pres­ 
ent state of lethargy. We all rea­ 
lize the value of rejuvenation with 
respect to our home town, but to 
get this move started it required 
leadership which we are very for­ 
tunate' in having in the form of 
The Greater New Castle Associa­ 
tion. 
Leadership and cc- operation are 
just as essential in present day pio­ 
neering as they were in the day of 
the early pioneer. 
At present it 
should be our duty to co-operate 
fully with the industries which now 
make New Castle their home and 
not forget this obligation in our de­ 
sire to attract new business. The 
present day pioneers recognize this 
necessity and they also see the 
necessity of arousing public loyalty 
and patriotism. The defeatist atti­ 
tude will never accomplish anything 
either in local or national affairs 
while a spirit of loyalty and com­ 
plete unselfishness can do wonders.

Fire warden* in the districts are 
planning to “clamp down” on per­ 
son* who start unnecessary grass 
fire*, and those who start' fires 
without talcing the necessary pre­ 
caution*. 
There were six bad grass fires 
after dark Saturday night th at got 
out of hand, and help had to be 
summoned to protect property and 
get the fire under control. Most of 
these fires were entirely unneces­ 
sary and should never have been 
started. 
In the city it is necessary to se­ 
cure a permit from the fire de­ 
partm ent before any kind of a fire 
whatsoever may be started. 
In both the city and county any 
damage done to trees, buildings or 
other private property will be the 
fault of the person or persons start­ 
ing the fire, and they will be liable 
for any losses, it is pointed out. 
Untold damage is done by grass 
fires to wild life. The food for ani­ 
mals is destroyed, and in many 
cases the animals themselves are 
trapped by the fires. Rain water 
washing into streams from a burned- 
over field carries along the burned 
grass and vegetation and poisons 
the water, thus killing fish. 
If it is necessary to call for the 
assistance of fire wardens or mem­ 
bers of their crews to get a fire 
under control, the cost for such 
services will be placed on the per­ 
son who started the fire. 
Persons finding it necessary to 
burn a portion of their land should 
make sure that there is no wind 
blowing, have rakes, broom* and a 
water supply handy, and be sure 
th at plenty of help is near by to 
keep the fire under control.

I gpess the one thing th a t causes 
them more am usem ent than any­ 
thing else is the old medical custom 
of tapping or sounding the chest. 
Percussion is a more technical name 
for it. They go around tapping each 
other for days after they have had 
an exam ination. 
I know other persons who, like 
the Q uintuplets, are amused by this 
medical practice, and I have had 
some tell me they thought doctors 
jUSt 4 id th a t to im press people. As 
a* m atter of fact percussion is about 
as useful method of exam ination as 
a doctor has. I know I'd be badly 
handicapped In a diagnosis if I 
couldn’t use It. 
fifes a very sensible practice th a t 
owes its origin to the son of a tav­ 
ern keep«-, named Auenbrugger. 
He le ft his father’s inn to become 
a .doctor. One day he performed an 
operation on a patient who had died 
off 
and he found th at 
th e victim * lungs were filled with 
piss.. He thought about it for a while 
and cam e to the conclusion th a t if 
h e h a d known th at there was pus in 
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1« B oss not rot dresses, does 
not irritate skin. 
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Institute of Laundering for 
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to save his patient* life. The ques­ 
tion was how to detect this con­ 
dition in lungs. 
Then he remembered how his 
father used to determ ine the level 
of the wine in his casks by tapping 
them . He would sta rt a t the top of 
the partly empty cask and slap it 
with his hand. The p art th a t was 
empty gave out a hollow note but as 
soon as he got down to the level of 
the wine, there was a higher solid 
note. 
Dr. Auenbrugger tried the same 
method w ith his patients’ chests. 
Observation of m any persons show­ 
ed th at when a patient* chest was 
norm al, tapping gave out a low note. 
Some, however, had a low note in 
parts of the lungs and a high note 
in other parts. The latter, he re­ 
called, sounded ju st like th a t of the 
dead person he had examined. He 
knew then th a t he had found out a 
m ethod of detecting pus in the 
lungs. 
The doctor published the results 
of his discovery away back in 1761, 
and gradually the m edical profess­ 
ion adopted his technique until to­ 
day I don’t suppose a doctor ever a t­ 
tem pts a chest exam ination w ithout 
i t It a patient has a bad spot in 
a lung, a doctor can locate it by this 
simple method. 
Percussion has one deficiency, it 
isn’t altogether satisfactory in ex­ 
am ining very young children. The 
reason for this is th a t children have 
a thym us gland in the chest th a t is 
large and well-developed. 
As they 
grow older it shrivels up. 
While 
this gland is large it sometimes 
causes the child* chest to em it a 
high note ju st as though there was 
pus there.

DEMONSTRATIONS GIVE FACTS 
ON HYBRID CORN 
A careful comparison of «elected 
corn hybrids with local corns on 
over M0 farms last year has given 
extension agronomists of the Penn­ 
sylvania State College a much better 
Idea of adaptable varieties and those 
which merit a trial in different sec­ 
tions of the state. 
Further work 
with these and other hybrids is 
planned. 
Two demonstrations were con­ 
ducted in 1939 by the Extension 
Service in Lawrence County. 
The 
hybrids and local corns were plant­ 
ed by hand in hills and thinned as 
nearly as possible to a perfect stand. 
Yields were secured and notes taken 
on maturity and strength of stalk. 
Shelling and - moisture tests were 
made on each sort of com and all 
reduced to the same moisture con­ 
tent. The following hybrids matured 
in about the same length of season 
as common local corns and produced 
satisfactory yields in this and near­ 
by counties. K23 and M15. 
Most hybrids undoubtedly stand 
up better t h a n open-pollinated 
corns. 
Severe storm damage not 
only makes lodged com hard to 
harvest but also seriously reduces 
yields.

better than where this precaution 
has been neglected. 
Increase in yield expected from a 
hybrid 
depends 
considerably 
on 
whether the farmer already has a 
good 
com. 
Farmers 
with 
poor 
open-pollinated com could make a 
profitable change without going to 
the expense of yearly purchase of 
hybrid seed, the standard practice. 
Reductions in yield of 5 to 50 per 
cent may be expected from planting 
second generation hybrid seed .(com 
grown from a crop produced from 
hybrid seed). Much closer planting 
of hybrids is not advisable, though 
hybrids may not suffer so much 
from thick planting as will other 
com. 
Cheap hybrid seed or un­ 
known hybrids should be regarded 
with suspicion. 
While tests do not show that hy­ 
brids produce much larger tonnage 
of silage than good ordinary corns 
of the same length of season, their 
ability to stand well is a decided ad­ 
vantage.

many'heifers are not well grown is 
because they are turned on pasture 
at too early an age with no supple­ 
mental feed. Many dairymen who 
grow their calves well do not turn 
cut on pasture until the calves are 
10 to 12 months old. 
Pasture grass contains 70 to 90 
per cent water. A young calf's ru­ 
men or paunch has not been suf­ 
ficiently developed to handle enough 
cf this type of feed to keep it grow­ 
ing and in a thrifty condition. For 
this reason, young calves will do 
better in the bam where they can 
be fed grain and hay. Even older 
calves should be pastured near the 
bam where they can be fed some 
dry hay and a little com or oat 
chop or a low protein grain mix­ 
ture. This supplemental feeding is 
also advisable for yearling heifers 
when pastures become short because 
of dry weather. 


PASTURE IMPROVEMENT PAYS 
$19 FOR $1 COST 
Improved pastures are a 10 to 1 
investment for farmers. Records 
show that for every dollar spent for 
lime, phosphate, and manure on 
pasture improvement the livestock 
or dairy farmer gets $10 in return. 
That was true even last year when 
many pastures dried up.' 
In 47 demonstration pastures last 
year the net gain in favor of im­ 
provement was six tons of green 
grass per acre, equivalent to 1 % tons 
of cured hay. 
The improved pro­ 
duct contained 6!« per cent more 
protein, equal to 740 pounds per 
acre. 
When demonstrations severely in­ 
jured by drouth and those suffer­ 
ing losses from cows eating the clip­ 
pings are eliminated, the net gain 
in favor of improved pastures is 10 
tons of green grass or two and one- 
third tons of cured hay. 
Protein 
content is 9.6 per cent more in the 
improved product, equivalent to 1,- 
177 pounds per acre or the amount 
in nearly three tons of 20 per cent 
dairy feed or in four tons of choice 
alfalfa hay. 
The annual cash cost of pasture 
improvement in 17 counties was 
about $4 to $4 50 an acre without 
manure and about $6.40 with man­ 
ure.

COOLING MILK RETARDS 
GROWTH OF BACTERIA 
Soon there will be many labor­ 
atory men at receiving platforms 
with the proper facilities both to 
check the temperature of the milk 
and to sample the milk for a bac­ 
terial analysis. 
Many milk plants demand that 
the milk they receive have a temp­ 
erature below 60 degrees Fahrenheit 
and a minimum bacteria count 
when it arrives at the platform. 
An experiment at the Illinois ex­ 
periment station revealed that there 
was no increase in bacteria in milk 
held at 40 degrees Fahrenheit for 
12 hours.

REFINISH FURNITURE AND RE­ 
STORE TO USE 
Pieces of furniture formerly in 
poor condition have been refinished 
and restored to use in Pennsylvania 
homes. 
Some of these have been 
modem pieces but many have been 
American pieces highly prizes by 
their owners. 
Refinishing is not difficult but it 
requires patience, time and energy, 
according to Miss Julia Markfe, 
home economics extension represen­ 
tative of Lawrence county. There­ 
fore, before a piece is started, the 
owner should be sure that the fur­ 
niture is of good wood, and of good 
lines and construction. Most pieces 
need some repair. 
This usually is 
done after the old finish is removed 
but before the new one is applied. 
The ok! finish is best taken off 
by a commercial varnish remover. 
Put this on with a brush, allow it to 
Ltand until the old finish has soft­ 
ened and wipe off. More than one 
application of the remover may be 
necessary. 
Wiping off the softened finish 
with paper or cloth is preferred to 
scraping with a dull knife, glass or 
razor blade as the latter may cut 
through the old “bloom" or scratch 
the wood. A neutralizer is applied 
following the use of a varnish re­ 
mover to avoid raising the grain of 
the wood, 
The piece is now carefully smooth­ 
ed with fine sandpaper or steel wool. 
All the fine dust must then be wined 
off before the new finish is applied. 
Miss Markle says. 
Some furniture woods may need a 
stain followed by a thin coat of shel­ 
lac. Succeeding coats may be either 
shellac or varnish but in either case 
esch coat needs to be thoroughly 
dried and lightly sanded before the 
next coat is applied. A room free 
from dust and with a temperature 
of around 70 degrees Fahrenheit is 
reeded for a first-class shellac or 
varnish finish. 
For old cherry and walnut pieces 
an oil finish is recommended to the 
amateur. 
As soon as the cleaned 
piece has dried thoroughly apply a 
mixture of equal parts of turpen­ 
tine and linseed oil with a cloth. 
Allow this to stand long enough to 
soak into the wood and rub each 
part of the piece from 10 to 20 min­ 
utes with a polishing cloth. Apply 
as many coats as is needed to ob­ 
tain a good luster, Miss Markle rec­ 
ommends.
